Among the losers are Eckles Bro3., 
storeroom destroyed with 82,000 worth of goods. 
Ed. Sliattek’s storeroom and residence; loss, 
83,000. 
Arthur House and Dnfrce’s store­ 
room and lumber ; loss, several thousand 
dollars. 
George F. Miller’s new business 
house, 11,800. Congregational church, $!,• 
500. 
Reed’s Hotel was blown down. 
The 
Methodist church, dedicated Sunday, was 
twisted one quarter round and badly wrecked.

The people are living in box cars, and many 
are destitute.

•'dream s.” 
No one remembers more than 
one dream, unless he has roused from sleep 
more than once. This experience has led to 
the inference that dreams only occur at the 
moment or in the act of waking. There are 
dreams which take place in the process 
of 
returning 
to 
consciousness— for 
example, 
those 
instantaneous 
scenes 
and 
spectacles which are suggested by 
the 
sound or feeling th at rouses 
the 
dreamer ; but, in result of a long and close 
study of the subject with a view to discover 
the nature of dreams and laws of dream­ 
ing, for medical purposes, in connection 
with the treatm ent of sleeplessness, I am 
persuaded that dreams occur in the course 
of sleep and are wholly forgotten. That they 
do not and cannot take place in deep sleep 
is probable, because deep sleep is general 
sleep, and when this state prevails the 
subordinate facnlties are sleeping, and the 
pictures and records which compose dreams 
are not disturbed.

wo must understand Eleep, and it is be­ 
cause the two phenomena have not hitherto 
been studied together that so little is gen­ 
erally known about either.—[Popular Sci 
ence Monthly.

The wood of exogeno';a sterna consista of 
four parta. 
These r,re the pith, medullary 
sheath, the lay’.r of wood and the medul­ 
lary rays. 
The iirst and last belong to the 
woody system of plants, and the second 
and Vfi’rd to the cellular system. 
The 
pith is too well known to need description. 
The medullary sheath consists of a system 
uf spirally-coiled ducts, 
encircling the 
pith. 
These seem not to be special organs, 
but simply the vascular tissue in its early 
stages of development. 
The layer of wood 
consists of woody fiber, interspersed with 
vascular tissue. 
I t is thÍ3 vascular tissue 
which gives the peculiar dotted appearance 
to the ends or cross sections of some stems, 
especially thcss of the softer-wooded trees, 
and in which the vascular tissue is accumu­ 
lated in the inner parts of eaoh layer. 
In 
other trees, suchas maple, plane tree, etc., 
the vascular tissues are so minute as to be 
invisible, and tho wood presents a close, 
regular appearance. 
The medullar rays 
are the lines radiating from the center on 
the cross section of the stern. 
They are 
evidently for the purpose of keeping up 
the communication between the pith and 
bark of the plant. 


TIIE ACTUAL GROWTH 
Of an exogenous plant takes place in the 
cambium layer. 
This is a more or less 
liquid layer situated between the wood 
and the bai k, and consists of mucilaginous 
matter. 
This sap is made of organizable 
m atter, in which new celis are constantly 
being formed, soir.e of which go inward to 
form new wood, while others are deposited 
in the inner surface of tho bark. 
There is 
always a connective tissue of thin and very 
delicate cells between the wood and bark, 
and in which the process of cell multipli­ 
cation goes on most rapidly. 
I t is by the 
annually renewed growth cf the cambium 
layer that the growth of the exogenous 
stems is affected. 
The annual increase 
being depo ited 
in cylindrical layers, a 
croes section of the stem shows more cr 
less perfectly the wood deposited in con­ 
centric rings between tho pith and the 
baik on trees growing in a climate where 
there is a marked difference between the 
temperature of different sea=ons;and where 
there is therefore a growing and a dormant 
season these coucentiic rings are most 
marked, and their number gives quite sc 
curately the age of the tree. 
The stem not 
only serves to support the foliage of the 
tree, but it also serves as a channel 
through which the liquids derived from the 
soil are forced by the root up into the 
leaves and growing extremities of the tree. 
The stem also, through the medium of its 
tissues, allows the descent of the m atter 
which h3S b.en accumulated from the a t­ 
mosphere by the leaves. 
LEAVES. 
Leaves consist of a membrane of cells ar­ 
ranged on end supported by a framework 
of fibers and ducts. 
In the earliest stages 
they are imbricated or folded together in 
the buds, but with th e growth of the plant 
they expand and immensely' increase the 
lateral surface of the plant. 
Some plants, 
noticeably the cactus, seem to have no 
leave3, and the stem performing the func­ 
tion of the leaves. 
Johnson 
expresses 
their relation 
perfectly when he says 
‘‘many of these plants above ground are 
in form all stem, while in structure and 
functions they are all leaf.” The green 
color spoken of as being characteristic of 
the cellular layer of the outer bark is also 
invariably f ind 
in 
all 
vigorous and 
healthy leaves. 
This green color is due to 
the presence of chlorophyll, a substance 
which has already been described. 
In 
autumn, with the cessation of growth by 
deciduous trees, or at the m aturity of the 
plant, as in the grains, the leaves lose 
their green tint and fade or altogether lose 
their color, the leaf stops psrforming its 
functions 
and 
soon 
after drops 
off. 
Although 
leaves 
differ 
greatly 
in 
form 
and 
appearance.. 
yet 
their 
structure ¡3 essentially the ' same. 
The 
leat, like the stem, 
í b made up of two 
distinct parts—the cellular and the woody. 
The cellular part consists of the membrane 
and pulp of the leaf, and the woody part 
of the framework of fibers and ducts. 
It 
is this framework which gives strength to 
the leaf, and which forms the medium, or 
channels, through wdiioh the sap is con­ 
veyed and distributed to every part of the 
leaf. 
The subdivisions of tlie ribs and 
veins continuo to ramify among the pulp 
and membranes, even after they are so 
small as to be insensible to the naked eye. 
The cellular portion of the leaf is made up 
of thin wailed celis, containing grains ot 
chlorophyll. 
Different parts of the leaf 
are made up by different arrangements of 
the cellular tissues. 
Iu leaves which 
habitually expand horizontally the tin- 
ai<Ld eye cm detect a marked differ­ 
ence between 
the 
structure 
of 
the 
npper and lower snrface3 of the leaves. 
The upper surface, after the thin epi­ 
dermis which covers both sides of the leaf 
is removed, is made up of several lay­ 
ers of elongat'd cells, placed endwise and 
perpendicular to the surface of the leaf. 
These cohere compactly together and form 
a comparatively dense suiface. 
The cells 
of the lower strata are very loosely and 
seemingly irregularly arranged, with nu­ 
merous spaces between the cells. 
Tnc 
cells, if elongate 1, are generally found ly­ 
ing parallel to the Burface of the leaf. The 
more dense and compact nature of the upper 
surfaoe of the leaf accounts for the darker 
shade of green than that on the lower sur­ 
face of the leaf. All of the spaces between 
the cells are filled with air and communi­ 
cate freely with one another and with the 
exterior air by means of openings in the ep­ 
idermis, calhd stomata, which wiil be 
presently described. 
It may readily be 
seen that the structure of the leaf tends 
greatly to protect it from the too great heat 
of the Bun, aud from the too rapid los3 of 
its water by evaporation. 
THE LEAVES OF PLANTS 
W hich gTOW in arid regions are even better 
protected against the effects of the sun by 
haviDg numerous layers of the elongated, 
densely packed cells, which were described 
as forming the upper surface of the leaf 
membrane. 
Leaves are still further pro­ 
tected by the peculiar construction of the 
epidermis. 
This covering is composed of 
from one to three layers of small, thick­ 
sided cells, strongly cohering together so as 
to form a membrane, which may, in most 
cases, be stripped off from the pulp of the 
leaf. 
The cells of the epidermis are often- 
more or leg3 filled with m atter deposited 
from liquids passing through them. 
Tne 
surface of the epidermis is generally cov­ 
ered with a tain coating of wax, or a white 
powder, which imparts the bloom to the 
leaf. 
This bloom is evidently intended to 
make the leaf capable of turning water. 
The 
stomata 
or 
breathing pores 
of 
the leaf which we mlluded to are openings 
or valves, principally in the epidermis of 
the lower surface of the leaf, and which 
open into tho air spaces between the cells 
constituting the pulp of the leaf. 
By this 
means all parts of the leaf are brought 
into direct communication with the air. 
In a moist atmosphere these stomata or 
valves remain open, leaving the water 
vapor to pass out unimpeded ; but as the 
air becomes dryer the sides shorten np 
and gradually olo9e the orifice, thus pre­ 
venting the loss of further moisture for the 
time being. 
These stomata are found 
mostly on the under surfaoe of leaves, for 
the reason that the strength of the direct 
sunlight will impair their effectiveness 
Leaves which present their edges instead 
of surfaces to the eky and earth have the 


stomata equally numerous on h Jtj, 8ide8 . 
while those leaves which live_ sn(jer water, 
where there can be no evaporation, are

epidermis also. 
The 
number of ^ e se gtomata varies from 800 
to 
,o00 to the square inch of surface, 
^lo m their immense number we can realize 
w hat an effective check to undue evapora­ 
tion nature has placed in the hands of the 
leaves. 
From the foregoing it will be eeen 
that the ex'.ent of exhalation of vapor 
from the foliage of trees depends entirely 
upon the state of the atmosphere. 
The 
absolute amount of exhalation can be quite 
accurately determined by simply noting 
the loss of weight of the pot and plant 
during any given time. 
The exhalat.on of 
water by plants is not regular, but depends 
on numerous conditions. I r. is influenced by 
the dryness and temperature of the air, by 
the composition of the soil, its temperature 
and the amount of w ater in it, and by the 
different textural and structural conditions 
of the leaf. 
Exhalation is not detrimental 
to the plant, unless the loss exceeds the 
supply, nor is it essential to the plant. 
The exhalation of moisture takes place 
through the epidermis and stomata of the 
leaves. 
It is through the agency of the 
leaves that the atmospheric air and other 
gases ri..il access to the interior of the plant, 
and ic seema to be the principal function of 
the foliage to absorb atmospheric air with 
the gases it contains, assimilate the carbon 
and other elements wanted by the plant, 
and then to expel the free oxygen, which 
quickly unites with some inorganic sub­ 
stance, to form fresh material for plant 
food. It has been mentioned th at all plants 
consist of 
. A FIXED AND A VOLATILE FART, 
The first being the asb, and the last the 
m atter which disappears in the form of 
gases on the plant. 
The foliage serves to 
put the plant ia communication with the 
medium into which this volatile part of the 
previously existing plants has been dif­ 
fused, while the roots, which have no visible 
pores, and which are not pienetrated by air 
and vapors to such an extent as are leaves, 
serve to put the plant into direct communi­ 
cation with the soil, where the fixed part 
or ash of the decayed plants has remained, 
and to a very considerable extent in forms 
immediately available to the roots of grow­ 
ing plants. 
The function of these two 
classes of organs—foliage and root?—is 
literally 
to 
reconstruct 
the 
products 
of 
combustion 
into 
new 
vegetable 
matter. 
The roots gather the ash ingre­ 
dients from the soil and transm it them, 
dissolved in the sap, np into the interior 
of the stem and leaves, where they are met 
by m atter which has bcea gathered from 
the atmosphere by the leaves, and these 
two classes of substances are, by means of 
the vegetable organisms, transformed into 
materials for plant food. 
W hen it Í3 re­ 
membered that the volatile part of a plant 
consists of from 7Ü to 93 per cent, of its 
whole weight, it will readily be seen that 
the foliage is called upon to supply much 
the largest part of the materials for plant 
growth. 
This fact accounts for the rela­ 
tively great amount of surface exposed by 
the foliage of a plant. 
THE FLOWER. 
Little need here be said of the different 
organs of the flower and of their particular 
functions, for almost every observing agri­ 
culturist has at least a practical knowledge 
of the compositions and functions of the 
flower. 
W ith the putting forth of the 
terminal flower buds the plant intimate? 
its intention of discontinuing its season’s 
growth, aud in many cases its individual 
life. 
The complete flower consists of four 
distinct sets of organs. 
Named from the 
exterior inwa ds they are : the calyx, made 
up of the sepals ; corolla, composed of 
petals ; stamens aud pistils. 
The calyx is 
the outermost floral envelope ; its color is 
almost always green, but it is in some 
flowers highly colored. 
It ¡3 the protect­ 
ing envelope of the flower buds, and though 
in some cases adhering, after the flower 
has opened its presence is not nece3«ary to 
the development of the eeed. 
The caly x 
is made up of from one to numerous lobes, 
each of which is termed a sepal. 
Ju st in­ 
side of the calyx, in the perfect flower, is 
found the 
corolla, consisting of 
from 
one to several series of generally highly 
colored leaves. 
Generally these series 
are 
composed 
of 
one 
or 
more 
individual leaves i r parts teimed p tals. 
The petals are of almost every describabie 
form and color, and it is to them that most 
flowers owe their attractive appearance. 
As with the calyx, the presence of the 
corolla is not necessary to fructification. 
The stamens are generally slender, thread­ 
like organs, terminating in an oblong sack. 
They are often numerous in number and 
sometimes highly colored. 
The obloDg 
sack is called the anther, and in mature flow­ 
ers is filled with a yellow powder, which is 
the pollen. 
Tne center of the perfect 
flower is occupied by the pistil, having at 
its baso the ovaries or Beed vessels of the 
flower, which contain the rudimentary 
seeds whereby the life of the species is to te 
perpetuated. 
The forms of tho pistils in 
differentflowers are exceedingly various, but 
all agree in having an exposed spot at the 
extremity where the epidermis is lacking. 
Thi3 naked spot is the stigma, upon whicn 
the pollen from the anthers is lodged, either 
by the mechanical action of the winds, by 
insects, or by art ficial mesn3. 
The con­ 
tents of these grsius of jo llm find their 
way through the stigma aud generally 
elongated pistil down to the ovules, and by 
this means the seed vessels are fertilized. 
THE STAMENS AND PISTILS 
Are the only realiy essential organs of the 
flower, and the flower is often made up of 
them alone. 
Some flowers even contain 
only one of these two essential organs. 
In 
such cases either the plant also contains 
flowers cf the opposite sex, and is then 
said to be monencious, or else the flowers 
of the opoo3ite sex are borne by adjacent 
plants. 
W here tho ataminate ar.d pistil­ 
late flowers do not both grow on the same 
stem, the plant is said to be dioecious. 
In 
such plants the fructification is brought 
about by fertilization between flowers of 
different trees. 
I should have 83id that 
the terms staminate and pi-tiilate were 
u?ed to designate flowers which had in the 
one case stamens but no pistils, and in the 
other the reverse. 
Such flowers have also 
been termed respectively male and female. 
As the union of sexes of different kinds of 
animals often produces hybrids, so also 
may the gardener practice hybridization 
among 
different 
kinds 
of 
flowers. 
It is, however, a well-established fact 
that hybridization can only take place be­ 
tween closely allied species iu the vegetable 
as well as animal kingdom. 
Tne flower 
and its component parts may be considered 
as modified leaves. 
Tr.ii seems to be the 
Case from the fact that different conditions 
of growth influence the form of the product 
of the fundamental organ—the bud. 
Len­ 
der the influence of the gardener’s care the 
essential organs—stamens and pistils—are 
often partly or wholly replaced by purely 
structural organs—petals—-and the flower 
becomesdouble. 
Ail stagesof this transfor­ 
mation may be noticed, from thatof the per­ 
fect petal to one of the unaltered pistil. 
In 
numerous caseB it has been noticed th at all 
ef the floral organs of the flower reverted 
back to tho primitive form, the green leaf. 
W ith these facts well authenticated, it 
cannot be doubted but that leaves and 
flowers are but modifications of one and 
the same fundamental organ, namely, the 
bud. 
SEED. 
It is impossible in the limited space at 
hand to speak of the different forms of 
seeds, with their manner of growth, deh s 
cence, etc. 
We will only say a few words 
of the parts of which they are composed 
that are of fundamental importance, and 
which compose the vital organs of the seed 
and are directly concerned with the per­ 
petuation of the species. 
Saying nothing 
of the different coats of the seed, we come 
directly to the kernel, which is really the 
seed proper. 
It often consist simply of the 
rudimentary plant or embryo, but in the 


larger number of cases contains besides 
this a supply of food, comprised in what 
has been termed the endosperm, and the 
contents of which are drawn upon by the 
young plant, and afford it sustenance until its 
roots are sufficiently developed to perform 
their nutritive functions. 
The endosperm, 
with its supply of food, is not an infallible 
constituent of seeds, but is often entirely 
lacking. 
The embryo, which is in fact a 
miniature plant, w ith rudim entary organs, 
is the one essential and most im portant 
part of the sped. 
In dry seeds it is gener­ 
ally hard to distinguish the embryo, but if 
the seeds be soaked it can be easily re­ 
moved from the endosperm and the seed 
coats. 
If we examine the embryo of a 
seed (one containing a large embryo, as the 
pumpkin or sqnash seed, is best), three 
parts will readily be distinguished. 
The 
lower part, or what seems to be the begin­ 
ning ef the stem, and from which the roots 
descend, is called the radicle. 
The as­ 
cending axis of the stem, and which is 
surrounded by a more or less perfectly de­ 
veloped bud, forms 
THE PLUMULE 
This is the p art of the seed from which 
grows the stem of tho plant with its ap­ 
pendages. 
The plumule is clasped and 
more or less inclosed by one or two rudi­ 
mental leaves. 
These are the cotyledons 
of the endosperm, and are in structure per 
feet leaves, wliosa tissues are generally 
filled with food for the young plant. These 
cotyledons often remain under ground, and 
thus can perform none of the functions of 
leaves. 
In others thsy are lifted out of the 
ground by the ascending plumule. 
Iu such 
eases, although they may sometimes im­ 
perfectly perform the fractions of leaves, 
they generally, after their contents have 
been appropriated by tho young plant, be­ 
come effete. 
Therejis no reason why see Is, 
if protected from oxygen, moisture aud 
insects, should not retain their vitality 
tor an k d finite 
period. 
But 
owing 
to the impossibility of practically ful­ 
filling these conditions, 
all seeds may 
ba said to have a comparatively short 
period 
of 
vitality. 
Iu 
general, 
the 
newer the seed the more likely will it be 
to grow, and the larger they are the longer 
they will retain their vitality.. Also, as a 
general thing', tho newer a seed and the 
more mature it is, the more vigorous will 
be the growth of the plant ; but with this 
increased vigor of growth there is a longer 
period of growth and often a decreased 
yield cf seed. 
This fact is taken advan­ 
tage of by the gardener and florist, who 
respectively produces 
larger 
yields 
of 
vegetables and new varieties of fl iwers by 
planting old, and hence weak seeds. Plants 
develop from these, which, instead of hav. 
ing a vigorous growth, SDend a compara­ 
tively larger port of their substance in 
fruiting and fl iwerin.g. 
Tne degree of ma­ 
turity of a seed also sensibly eff-. c:s its 
offspring. 
If p lan ts—wheat for instance— 
be cut before the seeds are ripe, aud evr-n 
just before the starch is formed, the seeds 
will ripen on the stalks, providing that 
they are not dried too suddenly-, and will be 


CAPABLE OF GERMINATING. 
As would bo supposed, the proportion of 
seeds ripened under such circumstances, 
which would grow, would bo ¡ess than if 
they had ripened on the roots. 
Such seeds 
also produce weaker plantB, and in poor 
soils often light crops. 
In rich soils, on 
the contrary, they will generally give as 
large a yield as any other seed, and will in 
addition ripen their seed in from one to 
several weeks earlier than plants from fully 
matured seed. 
That is to say, the m atur­ 
ity of the sied being forced by separating 
it from the parent root, it will in turn, half 
intuitively, force its offspring to an early 
m aturity, seemingly so that it will be ma­ 
tured before the remorseless farmer will 
th irk of cutting it. 
The fact that iranís- 
turely cut seeds do ripen crops earlier than 
other seed is of much more importance than 
is generally supposed. 
It deserves much 
more attention from the practical farmer 
than has heretofore been bestowed npon it, 
and especially is this so in California, where 
oftentimes if ten days could be gained by 
the earlier ripening of the train the farmer 
aould succeed in harvesting grain which 
might otherwise 
ba shriveled 
up and 
almost ruined by an untimely north wind. 
If a farmer can by reaping a few acres cf 
train before it is fit to head, and leaving 
it on the ground to ripen, procure seed 
which will mature bis crop even a week 
sooner the next season, it would most cer­ 
tainly pay him much more than the extra 
cost of reaping, etc. 
Johnson says of 
wheat, that the seeds retain their vitality 
for from three to seven years. 
In speaking 
of tho relation between the density of the 
seed and th at of the product he says : 
" (1) That seed wheat of the greatest den­ 
sity produces the densest seed. 
(2) That 
seed wheat of the greatest density yields 
the greatest amount of dressed grain. 
(3) 
That seed wheat of medium density gen­ 
erally gives the largest number of ears, 
but the ears are poorer than these of the 
densest seed. 
(4) The seed wheat of medi­ 
um density generally produces the largest 
number of fruiting plants. 
(5) The seed 
wheats which sink in water but float in a 
liquid having a specific gravity’ of 1 247 are 
of very low value, yielding, on an average, 
but 34 4 pounds of dressed grain for every 
100 yielded by the densest seed.” 
GERMINATION. 
Almost everyone is familiar with the 
general processes and conditions of germina­ 
tion. 
These consist of burying the seed a 
few inches below the surface of tho soil, 
when, if it meets the right conditions of 
moisture and temperature, it will soon 
sprout and begin to grow. 
It will be 
profitable for us to notice a little more 
closely the processes and condition of 
germination. 
If placed in a medium where 
tney can be examined at fixed intervals, 
and under the requisite 
conditions of 
moisture and heat, the first change noticed 
will be the swelling up of the seed from 
its absorption of water. 
The germ en­ 
larges and finally breaks the secd-coats. 
The radicle first forces its way out, and is 
soon 
followed 
by the 
plumule. 
The 
tendency of the one is to bury itself in the 
soil, lienee it grows downward, while that 
of the other íb to grow up into the atmos­ 
pheric light. 
The endosperm, as wo said 
before, sometimes remains below the sur­ 
face, and in other plants rises above it and 
becomes the first pair of leaves. 
The 
growth of the plant tvkea place by the 
growing and branching of the plumule, to 
torm the trunk, and the division and 
sub-division 
of 
the 
radicle 
to 
form 
the roots. 
In order th at a seed may 
germinate three physical conditions must 
be fulfilled : (1) The tem perature must be 
sufficiently high, and not too high ; (2) 
tbere must be a certain amount of moist­ 
ure available to the seed, in order th at the 
contents of the germ cells may be set in 
motion—this is, brought about by the ab­ 
sorption of water by the seed, which starts 
the desired motion in the germ ceils; (3) 
the seed must be in contact with free oxy­ 
gen. 
The atmospheric air contains free 
oxygen, hence we may say th at the medi 
um in which the seed is planted must be 
pervious to the atmospheric air. The range 
of tem perature at which all seeds germi­ 
nate ia by no means constant. 
For agri­ 
cultural seeds the lowest range is from 40 
to 45 decrees Fahrenheit, the highest from 
102 to 120 degrees, and germination takes 
place most rapidly at about the mean be­ 
tween these two extreme range, that is 
from 71 to 93 degrees. 
Seeds retain their 
vitality at temperatures below the mini­ 
mum, but lose it at temperaturea higher 
than the maximum. 
As would be sup­ 
posed, seeds from tropical climates require 
and will stand a much higher temperature, 
even if transported to a more northern 
conntry, than will the native seeds of that 
country. 
In fact 


THE MAXIMUM AND 
MINIMUM 
TEMPER­ 
ATURES 
Are mnch higher in tropical countries and 
lower in frigid zones than those given 
above. 
It is almost certain that some 
seeds of the polar regions sprout at a tern- 
perature almost as low at 32°—the freezing 
noint—and seeds in the tropic will sprout 


in a temperature as high as 120°. 
The de- 
grej of moisture which different seeds re­ 
quire is almost as various as the range of 
temperature. 
W hile as a general thing 
land plants will not, if an excess of moist­ 
ure is present, yet they do sometimes ger­ 
minate when immersed iu water. 
W ater 
is the natural medium for the germination 
of all aquatic seeds, and hence the pres­ 
ence of an excess of water is needful in­ 
stead cf injuiious to them. 
It was for a 
time thought that it was necessary to ex­ 
clude the light from germinating seeds, 
and th at it was for this reason that they 
were buried in the earth. 
It is now gen­ 
erally conceded th at 
this 
¡3 cot the 
case. 
The soil is utilized as a medium for 
the seeds to germinate in, most probably on 
account of its ability to retain a fnore or 
less fixed physical condition of temperature 
and moisture. It is a well-known tact that 
the less the moisture the deeper the seed 
should 
bo 
sown ; also, in moist, warm 
weather small seeds do best when sown 
broidcast, and simply smoothed over with 
a roller ; alco, tu at in spring, when the 
ground is saturated, it is necessary that 
the seeds be sown shallow, so th at they will 
get the greatest possible ben- fit from the 
heat or the sun. 
Iu moist and warm trop­ 
ical climates the surface of the ground is 
often covered with vigorously germinating 
seeds, which are only protected from the 
direct sunlight by tbe fulinge of the trees. 
Any practical gardener knows that various 
kinds of flower seeds germinate sooner and 
surer when uncovered. 
There is no doubt 
at the present time but that the 


PRINCIPAL FUNCTION OF TIIE SOIL 
W ith reference to the seed ia to maintain 
those physical conditions bsst suited to 
germination. 
The time required by seeds 
to germinate is no more definitely fixed 
than are th q physical conditions. 
It may 
be said very generally th at tho time of 
germination, when the physical conditions 
are perfect, depends largely on the size of 
the 3?ed. 
Some small seeds begin to ger­ 
minate within a few hours af.er reaching 
the soil. 
W ild seeds begin to sprout w ith­ 
in twelve hours after they fall, while the 
seeds ef most of our grains aud cloveis 
require from three to five days. 
Fruit and 
nut seeds take from three weeks to two 
years, but tflo last is an extreme ease. 
The temperature being the same, the time 
of complete germination, i. e., when the 
nutritive m atter of the parent seed has 
been all absorbed by the young plant, de­ 
pends upon the sizi of the seed and tho 
amount of food it contained. 
Johnson says 
th at wheat and barley se d, at a tem per­ 
ature of 41” to 55’, complete their germi­ 
nation in forty to forty five days, and at 
90’ to 1C0= the same kinds of seeds take 
only 10 to 12 days to abstract all of the 
substance from the parent seed. 
A t a 
tem perature of 55’ to 60° he gives 30 to 40 
days as the time required by beaus to 
complete their germination, 30 to 35 days 
for Indian corn, 20 to 25 days for wheat 
and 8 to 10 days for clover. 
The depth of 
sowing depends on the nature of the soil, 
its physical conditions, the temperature 
of the atmosphere and the seed itself. Tr.is 
being the case it will bo folly for any one 
to lay down definite rules to govern the 
depth of sowing. 
The practical farmer, 
who is acquainted with the conditions of 
most vigorous germination, can alone judge 
of the proper depth of sowing by the sea- 


sod, condition of his soil, state of the a t­ 
mosphere, tem perature and the require­ 
ments of the seed. 
All other conditions 
being favorable, agricultural seeds will 
germinate most quickly and surely when 
sowed at a depth nut exceeding one-half 
inch. 
Seeds will germinate when sowed 
as deep as 14 to 18 inches. 
In such cases 
it is only by going so deep that the condi­ 
tions of germination can oe fulfilled. 
The 
soil is loose and pervious to the atmos­ 
pheric air, but the climate is hot and the 
moisture dots not rise to the surface or 
near it, hence the seed must be planted 
down to the moisture. 
THE CHEMICAL PHYSIOLOGY OF GERMINA­ 
TION. 
During it3 early stages of growth the 
young plant ¡3 entirely dependent for its 
sustenance upon the material stored up in 
the parent seed. 
In this particular it is 
in an exactly similar condition as the suck­ 
ling young of most animals. 
There are 
three distinct processes of nutrition, viz : 
(1) Solution of the na!rive m atters of the 
endosperm or cotyledons. 
(2) Transfer of 
the same from the seed to tne young seed­ 
ling plant. 
(3) The assimilation by the 
young plant if this transferred nuiitive 
matter. 
The soluble amyloids and albu­ 
minoids—gum, dextrine, sugar, albumen and 
caseins—are readiiy dissolved by thew ater 
the seed absorbs during the first stages of 
germination to the extent of from 25 to 125 
per cent of its own weight. The insoluble 
material of the seed—starch, fat", etc.— 
are dissolved by chemical changes induced 
during the germination of the seed. 
It has 
been noticed that in seeds containing much 
of the fats and oils and little cr no 
starch, 
sngar 
or 
dextrine, under 
the 
influence of germination the oils aDd fats 
are, to a large extent, by some chemical 
process displaced by starch and often by 
eugar. 
This starch, and th at already ex­ 
isting in the seeds, are convertid in‘o dex­ 
trine, and Lastly iuto eugar, both of which 
are soluble iu water. 
The remaining in­ 
soluble albuminoids of the seed are grad­ 
ually changed into soluble modifications. 
The preparation and properties of malt il­ 
lustrate some of the chemical changes in­ 
duced by germinating seeds. 
M alt is man­ 
ufactured 
by 
soaking 
grain—generally 
barley—until 
it ia readiiy 
compresced 
between the fingers. 
The water 13 then 
drawu off and the grain is thrown up into 
heaps. 
These heaps soon dry’, and the 
grain becomes heated and begins to tprout. 
Tne grain is now spread out over the floor 
so th at the tem perature will not rise too 
high and cause the pile to “ heat.” 
After 
the sprouts have grown to about one and 
one-half iuchc-s in length, the germination 
is suddenly stopped by the application of 
dry heat ; the sprouts are rubbed off, and 
the resi.iue forms tho malt of the brewery. 
Chemically it coneists of starchy seeds, the 
germination of which has been checked in 
its early stages. 


IN CHEMICAL COMPOSITION, 
M alt does not differ very materially from 
the original grain. 
A small part of the in­ 
soluble materials of the grain has been 
changed into soluble forms ; otherwise the 
composition has not been altered, so th at 
practically they are 
chemically almost 
identical. 
But they differ most essentially 
in some of their properties. 
The value of 
malt arises from the peculiar property it has 
of inducing or causing the albuminoids 
and other insoluble substances to dissolve. 
The starch which is contaiced in the malt, 
and which under ordinary circumstances is 
insoluble, is chsnged into sugar aud dex­ 
trine, which dissolve readily in water. 
This solution of the malt constitutes the 
wort. 
If this wort be heated to boiling a 
quantity of albumen coagulates and sepa­ 
rates out. 
The albumen has come from 
the transformation of the insoluble albu­ 
minoids of the grain. 
Not only will malt 
itself dissolve completely, but if mixed 
with starch it will cause from two to three 
times its own bulk of starch to dis­ 
solve 
with it. 
The 
agency by which 
these originally insoluble materials are 
caused to dissolve has been ascribed to a 
substance called diastase. 
It seems to be 
a nitrogenous product of germination, and 
it is capable of transforming 2,000 times 
its own weight of starch into dextrine and 
sugar. 
Other albuminoid products have 
been found to exercise this soluble property 
to some extent; but in order th at they 
may have this property, they must be 
modified and become what is termed fer- 
m i n t s . 
I t is thought th at fermentation is 
caueed by the action of oxygen, in the 
presence of water aud at a certain temper­ 
ature, upon the albuminoids. 
Although 
this may be an important function of ox­ 
ygen, its chief function is in bringing about 
chemical changes in the soluble i n rit ve 
m atter whioh is absorbed by the young 
plant from the seed. 
It seems very evi­ 
dent that during some stages of germina­ 
tion starch is transformed directly into a 
soluble form, as well as into dextrine and 


sugar. 
The heat whioh is developed by 
germination, although nnappreciable in a 
single seed, is undoubtedly of considerable 


BENEFIT TO THE YOUNG PLANT. 
The transfer of tht.se soluble bodies is ef­ 
fected mainly by the water whioh all seeds 
absorb so largely. 
This water penetrates 
the cells and distributes the liquid matter, 
first to the descending radicle, then to all 
parts of the miniature plant as needed. 
The last process of germination, namely, 
the assimilation by the young plaut of the 
nutritive m atter preseuted to it, is divided 
into two stages—ono a chemical, and the 
other a structural chango. 
Iu general the 
chemical changes during assimilation by 
t ie young plant are ju=t the reverse of 
those th at took place ituring the solution 
of the material of the seed. 
The soluble 
and 
structureless 
m atters 
are 
tiacs- 
formed 
iuto 
soluble 
and 
organized 
ones, 
and 
they 
are 
then 
deposited 
and 
help make 
up the 
organism 
cf 
the plant. 
For 
instance, the soluble 
amyloids (dextrli e, m gsr, etc ), are trans­ 
formed into cellulose mainly, and the 
soKablo albuminoids into insoluble ones. 
Cells of embryotic plants have been exam­ 
ined under the microscope, and the loss of 
starch and gain of cellulose have been dis­ 
tinctly noticed. 
Tbe access of free oxygen 
to ti e growing plants ha3 been found to be 
necessary to the full development of the 
seedling. 
This can be accounted for by the 
fact th at by its presence chemical reactions 
are brought about in the young plant, 
which chauges the soluble material into 
insolubls and fixed forms, and thus directly 
aids in the assimilation. 
After the process 
of assimilation has gone on until all of the 
nutritive m atter of the reed has been ex­ 
tracted, the seedling is cast upon its own 
resources, and begins an inlcpeudent life 
of its own, derives its nourishment from 
external bodies, and bicornes in the most 
general sense a true individual.

Fifty yards in front of the abatis the 
pickets were stationed.

As 
a consequence, at first the pickets were 
posted only at night, so th at from midnight 
to midnight the poor fellows lay in their 
nils-pits under a broiling July eud, with 
no protection from the intolerable heat, 
excepting tiie scanty shade of a little pine­ 
brush erected overhead, or in front of the 
pit as a screen. 
There the picket lay, flit 
on his face, picking off the enemy’s men 
whenever he could catch 6i¿,ht of a head or 
even so much as a hand ; and right glad 
would he be if, when the long-awaited re­ 
lief came at length, he had no wounds to 
show. 
But later on, ai the siege progressed, this 
murderous state of affairs gradually disap­ 
peared. 
N either side found it pleasant nor 
profitable, and nothing was gained by it. 
It decided nothing, aud only wasted pow­ 
der and ball. 
And so, gradually, the 
pickets on both sides begun to be ou quite 
frieDdly terms. 
It was no unusual thing 
to see a Johnny picket—who would be 
posted scarcely a hundred yards away, so 
near were tho lines—lay dowm his gun, 
wave a piece of white paper as a signal of 
truce, walk out iuto the neutral ground be­ 
tween the picket-iines, and meet one of our 
own pickets, who, also dropping his gun, 
would go out to iuquiie what Johnny might 
want to-day, 
“ Well, Yank, I want some coffee, and 
I’ll trade tobacco for it.” 
“ Has any of you fellows back there some 
coffee to trade for tobacco? 
‘Johnny 
Picket,’ here, wants some coffee.” 
Or, may be he wanted to trade papers,

Or, 
he

wished to have a friendly game of cards ! 
There was a certain chivalrous etiquette 
developed through this social intercourse of 
deadly foemen, and it was really admir­ 
able. 
Seldom was there breach of confi­ 
dence on either side. 
It would have gone 
hard with the comrade who should have 
ventured to shoot down a man in gray who 
had left his gun and come out of his pit 
under the sacred protection of a piece of 
white paper. 
If disagreement ever oc­ 
curred in bartering, or high words arose in 
discussion, shots were never fired until due 
notice had been given. 
And I find men­ 
tioned in one of my old army letters that a 
general fire along our entire front grew out 
of some disagreement on the picket-line 
about trading coffee for tobacco.

THE INTERESTINQ—ITS 
NEW 
FACS—THE NECS. 


The Helps and Influences of Boston’s 
Story—Her Streets and Historic 
Placet—Faneull Hall. 


P oston, M arch 31, 1SS2. 
If the writer, who has wandered east, 
and wandered west, and 
sojourned iu 
widely sundered places, and is const quent- 
ly by no means of opinion th at this is tho 
only white man’s country, were required 
to name the city where, in these United 
States, life for personal comfort is best 
worth living, Philadelphia would 
come 
trippingly off the tongue ; 
but if it were 
asked which of New W orld oities is most 
interesting, of m ist characteristic flavor, 
surely it ia Boston—Ilostcn, not forgettirg 
either Quebec or New Orleans. A city that 
in spite of a circumscribed area of swamp 
and sha-p bill, of a perilous water ap­ 
proach, an abominahle climate, no errors 
im tbe side cf humility and suavity, and 
little love from its nc-g'ibon, could grow 
and make itself materially and morally as 
Boston has done, m ust have had from the 
start a tremendou3 vitality. 
THE MOST ENGLISH 
Of all American cities, say our British 
cousins. 
T hat means th at the city is very 
largely built of red brick, which in the 
older parts has taken ou a genuine English 
diDginest of h u e ; that there are miles of 
swell front houses, such as one meets no­ 
where else in America, but sees every whire 
in England; th at the streets of old Boston, 
what is now the business district, arc ab­ 
surdly crooked, narrow, with endless cui­ 
de eac lane», dark closes, and alleys the 
width of a pocket handkerchi -f ; that the 
men are the must Eoglish-lookiitg of Amer­ 
icans, and tbe women have a solidity of 
character which is English, and crops 
out into 
undismayed 
originalities 
of 
garb, 
manner 
and 
speech 
decidedly 
an inheritance from the “ Old Home.” 
And the bumptiousness is John Ihili’s 
own. 
The Journal tbe other day’ gave a 
deliciously naive, youthful specimen of 
this B istou quality. 
A young gentleman 
born here was graduated las; summer from 
one of tho leading colleges in the State. 
In the course of his commencement oration, 
the reverend gray-headed President and 
professors about him, he sweetly said : 
“ Although we may not agree with all that 
has been taught us iu the rrcitation room, 
we accept its aim and acknowledge its 
sug estiveness !” 
Could a college faculty 
desire a more touching recognition ? 
Bos 
ton has almost gotten itself 
A NEW FACE 
In the last decade. 
“ The Neck”--is there 
a schoolboy on th¡3 continent who doesn’t 
know ail about Boston Neck as it was in 
revolutionary days ?—is gone. 
The tidal 
flats have been robbed from the sea ; the 
house where this is written stands where 
salt water ebbed and flowed but a few 
years ago ; and a British army now de 
ployed in battle here might march in 
through stately avenues lined with superb 
residences, and that great feature of Bos­ 
ton to-day, the apartm ent hotels, where 
onoc was the narrow isthmus not fifty 
yards across, and ou tim er side marshes 
and sad sea waves. 
But the change that stirs one most ¡3 the 
“ burnt district.” 
Boston always seems 
the most intensely busy of all cities, prob­ 
ably because of the great variety of its in­ 
dustries and their condensation into too 
scant space. 
But the condensation is at 
its greatest in the burnt district, where 
land is almost fabulous in value, and where 
city and United States buildings, bankers 
and brokers, moat of the great wholesale 
houses, the transportation companie?, the 
printers and newspapers are Crowded. Tne 
streets ?re declared to be less devious than 
before the fire, but they are still laby­ 
rinthine, barely wide enough for the turning 
of a carriage, and with the skimpiest of 
sidewalks. 
But what a tida of life surges 
and jostles through these narrow, blind 
ways !—rial canyons, for the buildings have 
climbed dizzy story after story skyward 
after the expansion denied laterally, and 
heaven’s vault, to the strugglers through 
these canyons, dwindles to faint threads of 
mist or blue. 
One thinks in the 
UICH PRESSURE ATM03riIERE 
Of this region, of W illiam Black’s descrip­ 
tion of the turbulent W’ateraof the W hinch 
—the A tlantic forced through the neok of a 
bottle. 
I t must be the influence of these 
narrow streets upon Bostonians that makes 
them seem so intolerably rude to women 
who oomo here from other cities. 
A 
woman must be born here not to feel fury 
iu her heart when men drive wagons over 
her, splash her, jostle her, hustle her 
bodily aside, grip her shoulder to steady 
themselves in a hazardous vault past her, 
let doora th at weigh a ton bang in her face, 
or, when she has just dragged or pushed 
one open w ith the 
expenditure of 
ail 
her force, and the ruin of a perfect pair 
of gloves, insolently dodge past her through 
the opening she has painfully made for 
herself. 
Ttiere is really the sincerest 
kindness and obligingness manifested to 
strangers here, but w hat a Californian 
woman newly come to St. Botolph’a town 
would say of these masculine “ manners of 
the road ” is scorcning to imagine, for Cali­ 
fornian women, of all women what and 
where soever, are the iuo3t petted, exact­

spoiled ? 
Spoiled or not. it would be in the interests 
of civilization if these headlong scramblers 
could be handed over to be dealt witlt by 
their sense of the fit and decent.

Boston’s story ; classic places, art, 
science, philantropy and culture lie close 
alongside its roughest labor, its keenest de­ 
votion to Mammon. 
Here, for instance, is 
the prosiest of busy streets, the boot and 
shoe kingdom, wherein “ there’s nothing 
like leather,” but in two or three minutes 
we escape into the stirring memories of 
Fanenii Hall or of State street, or stand 
on the suouy side of the old South Cnurch 
and gaze, and if we be book-lovcrs, with 
tender eyes across at that quaint corner 
book-store th at for years and years was 
our portal iuto so much that was best of 
our own literature and that of other lands.

They were, he said, a lot of 
stupid fools, very pompous and very stately, 
trying to hide their ignorance and inca­ 
pacity under very high-sounding phrases; 
but the meanest Lindon detective was 
worth the whole lot of them. 
As to the 
secret council, he did not believe it existed 
at all ; or, if it did, it was no better than 
the rest. 
Ah, Sir John, if you needs must speak 
so irreverently of the Sereoissima why did 
you not use your own language ? W hy did 
you express your rash thoughts in Italian 1 
Did you not know that the walls have 
ears, and that every 6tone of V enice is a 
spy? 
His friends, astonished at this sudden 
ou*burst, attributed it at first to those last 
glasses of vino santo they had been drink­ 
ing together ; but knowing full well the 
jea nus care the Sirenissima had for its 
lep itation, they instinctively shrank from 
him as a dangerous man. 
Availing tliem- 
elv.a of favorable opportunities, they 
i isa ipeared round dark corners, down side 
a leys, and very soon Sir John found him ­ 
self alone. 
Alon ! A t Ierst so he th o u .h "; b at a 
silent figure had been following h m fir 
some time, and was now eagerly and ii’en*- 
ly dogging him. 
So carefully it walked, 
so noiselessly it stepped, that for a long 
time Sir John cid not notice this unw el­ 
come shadow, and even when he did, he 
attached no importance to it. 
B ut at last 
he began to feel some doubts about this 
follower. 
Nothing could be guessed from 
his appearance. Completely wrapped up in 
a dark cloak, and with a wide iiat shading 
and concealing the upper part of his face, 
the man would not have been recognized 
by his own brother.

Having by this time reached the 
Ponte San Moise—one of the innumerable 
hridges that cross the minor canals of 
Venice—he stopped on its steps to see 
what his shadow would do. 
Astonished 
at first by this new iu»e, the man hesi­ 
tated a second, but a second only, and 
then disappeared in the shadow of the 
church. 
Oar hero vainly strained his eyia 
in trying to find cut whether he had really 
goce, or w’hether he was only hiding be­ 
hind the columns and watching. 
He cer­ 
tainly began to feel an intense interest in 
this new chase, in which he seemed to he 
the game hunted down.

could not move a muscle nor utter a crv. 
l’here was no help for it, and he doggedly 
awaited his fate. 
The voices around him 
seemed to hold a short conference, and 
then they lifted him from the ground, and 
carrying him a short distance, deposited 
him in what he felt to be a gondola. 
The 
journey was not long, though to him it 
seemed an age, and very soon the rocking

reached their destination. 
A few seconds 
more and he was landed in the same uncer­ 
emonious manner. 
A fter depriving him of his sword and 
securing his hands, his captors released 
him from the folds of the mantle in which 
he had been almost choked. 
He found 
himself in a very small passage, dimly 
lighted and intensely damp. 
The low 
ceiling, the strong stone walls, the massive 
iron doors that lined it, rem-nded him at 
once of all he had heard and read about 
the state prisons of Venice, and his heart 
sank within him. 
W ithout, however, 
•giving him much time for reflection, or 
a-kiug him any questions, his captors 
opened one of the cells, thrust him in, and 
bolted the door. 
Left alone in the almost 
absolute darkness, our friend groped about 
as well as his tied hands would allow him 
until he found a stone bench, on which he 
dropped, completely unmanned by the 
novelty and horror of his position. 
He had heard of prisoners being kept in 
these state prisons for months, even for 
years, without light, with jnst enough of 
the coarsest food to keep them alive and 
without the shadow of a judgment. Other? 
had been tried and executed within these 
dark walls, and their friends outside had 
never known their fate. 
W as he, too. go­ 
ing to disappear without a struggle from 
this world ? 
Was his body going to be 
dropped into the “ Canal grande?” 
Or 
was he to linger in his cell until his youth, 
his strength, and, pirhaps, his mind were 
gone, to be released only a wreck of his 
former Belf, 83 a warning to others ? There 
were many in Venice, poer shattered be­ 
ings, heart-broken, half crazed, shunned 
by everybody, who had once been the lead­ 
ers of fashioD, of science, of politics, until 
an anonymous note 
dropped into the 
Lion’s mouth had caused their arrest, and 
their trialhss detention in 
the under­ 
ground—or rather, underwater—prisons of 
the Serenissima. 
But then, who could have denounced 
him ? 
W ho could have an interest in de­ 
stroying him in this cowardly fashion ? All 
the people he knew were above suspicion ; 
and yet even the Serenissima would not 
have 
1 an Englishman, a King’s 
m e s a r e r, .without good reason. 
In that 
dreantnl lifer ce, broken only by the qm'et 
plashing of the water on the stone walls 
in which he was imprisoned, his memory 
was particularly vivid, and recalled to his 
m ini all the incidents of his stay. 
A tlast 
be remembered those few hot, foolish 
words he had used that very night ; they, 
and they alone, could be the cause of his 
present condition. 
This, however, brought 
no relief ; it aggravated only his fears and 
his despondency, since he well knew what 
anful punishments were inflicted on those 
who, to use the Venetian phrase, “ blas­ 
phemed the Government.” 
Having settled the cause of his arrest, he 
gradually fell into a duli. drowsy state of 
I alf-uncoiiBcionsness, 6tating blindly in the 
darkness, listening vacantly in the vain 
h'-pe of catching some sound, however 
faint, of that outside world he had so re­ 
e-. ntly left. 
The silence was as complete 
as the darkne«s that snrrounded him, and 
1 urn pass- d without bringing any change. 
N >* a: 1 then a mufll d sound «ached his 
ears. 
Was it a footstep in the passage ? 
Was it a wave a little higher than the oth­ 
ers ? 
Was it only the plaintive cry of the 
• eamew? Or was it the dying gasp of a 
fellow prisoner ? He could not ti II. After 
a very long time, of which he could not 
even gu- ss the length, he distinctly heard 
a noise as of bolts and keys at his prison 
door. 
Suddenly it opened, and a flood of 
light illuminated every corner of his dismal 
cell. 
Dazzled at first by the glare of the 
torohes, he could not see the men by whom 
they were carried ; bnt gradually, as his 
eyes grew accustomed to the light, he saw 
they were all armed, ail masked, and all 
dressed in black. 
In the meantime his 
hands had been released of their fetters, 
and his guards had quietly surrounded 
him. 
W ithout a word, without a sound, 
they led him on in their midst. 
Throngh 
dark halls and narrow staircases, throngh 
crooked passages and low, beetling doois, 
they marched as noiselessly as a gronp of 
gho3ts surrounding a mortal man. 
At last their goal is reached ; a door is 
flung open, and Sir John is ushered into a 
spacious room. 
A t one end, on a raised 
platform, sit ten judges, all marked, all 
draped in large black cloaks. 
By tbeir 
sides, but a little lower down, are the 
scribes of this silent tribunal. 
Judges and 


scribes as motionless as if they had been 
statues, and not human beings. 
The first 
glimpses of dawn struggling through the 
painted 
windows, powerless as yet to 
supersede the wax candles, gave to the 
whole scene the most weird aspect. 
Out­ 
side, all was sleeping; 
and no sound 
reached the inmates of this hall to remind 
them that a powerful city, a numerous 
population, surrounded their silent abode. 
As soon os the several actors in this 
strange scene had reached their proper 
places, a man still masked, and dressed in 
the same dark hue, began in a monotonous 
slow tone to give his evidence. 
Though 
mutilad by the folds of his mask, his voice 
was peculiarly distinct and clear, and Sir 
John at once knew it as being the same he 
bad heard when he was arrested. 
Cold 
and pitiless as steel, without a tremor and 
w ithout a pause, the voice repeated all the 
words used by the culprit when, in his 
rash hurst of passion, he had derided and 
mucked the knowledge and the power of 
the Sercnis.sima.

As he said these last words 
the masked Judge stepped on ens side and 
directed Sir John’s gazs to a dark corner 
of the dark passage. 
There, hanging 
against the wall, the ropa that encircled 
his neck disappearing tnrongh the stone, 
was the corpse of a man. 
Entranced by this sight, and thinking 
that perhaps ho also was going to be hanged 
in the same manner by an unseen hand, 
Sir John felt rooted to the spot. 
A fter a short silence the Judge contin­ 
ued : “ This man was the th ief; in his 
right hand you will find your handkerchief. 
Take it. 
As for you, we ought not per­ 
haps to be so len ien t; bat in consideration 
of your youth and of the high position you 
hold in your country, we will overlook 
your fault. 
You are forgiven. 
Outside 
this gate a gondola awaits for you ; it will 
take you to Mestre, and thence you will 
be conveyed to the frontier. 
Go ! 
But 
remember always what you have seen to­ 
night.” 
Seizing with a trembling hand the lace 
handkerchief that had been the cause of 
so much trouble, Sir J .hn wanted to speak, 
wanted to thank his unknown Judge ; but 
before he cauld recover his voice the phan­ 
toms had disappeared and two jailers only 
were by his side. 
W ithout a word, and 
apparently w ithout an eff.irt, these two 
men opened a secret door leading to the 
canal, and helped the now liberated man 
iDto a gondola th at was moored to the 
steps, and in the forepart of which lay his 
luggage. 
No word was said, no order was 
given ; the two gondoliers seemed to know 
their duty, and they silently paddled 
away from the palace in which Sir John 
had spent that dreadful night. 
A t Mestre 
a coach was waiting for him. 
In a few’ 
hours the frontier was crossed. 
Then did 
ho only begin to breathe freely. 
B ut for a 
long time afterward he avoidtd an allusion 
to his Venetian adventure, and for rnaoy 
years he could not bear to Bpeak of it. 
Now the S.renisaima is gone, the cells 
have been sacked by ap infuriated moh, 
and innumerable tourists visit the hall 
where the Secret Council held its nightly 
sittings ; but even now I cannot help feeling 
relieved when I have left behind ine Venice, 
its dark cm als and the darker memories 
th at cling to them.

THE DEMOCRACY AND THE CHI? ESE 
QUESTION. 
The Democratic press of California has 
been “ pointing with pride ” to the record 
of the Congressmen of its party on the 
Chinese bill, and arguing from this record 
that the people of the Pacific Coast ought 
to throw themselves into the arms of the 
Democracy. Bat it is well to examine this 
situation carefully before taking go im­ 
portant a step, and one of the first things 
to be ascertained is, whether the Demo­ 
cratic Congressional record on the Chinese 
question commends itself to the Northern 
people as evidence of a change of heart. 
To illustrate this aspect of the question we 
will cite the New York Nation, certainly 
the least prejudiced and most liberal and 
intelligent Republican journal in the 
country. In offering some suggestions 
on the Chinese bill the Nation last week 
observed: “ The President can therefore 
“ deal with the measure without regard to 
“ party benefit, on broad grounds of 
“ public policy and national good faith. 
“ He may very profitably consider, too, 
“ the poBsi'le future inconvenience of 
“ putting in the statute book a formal 
“ recognition of the different social aud 
“ political values of different races. He 
“ must have noticed how eagerly the 
“ Southern whites welcomed the acknowl­ 
edgm ent which the bill makes, that race 
“ may be an inexcusble defect for political 
“ purposes, and that particular localities 
“ have a right to call for national legisla- 
“ ticn against any raco they do net like. 
“ Nothing could bo more convenient for 
“ those who maintain that the negro 
“ problem is not yet settled, and who may 
“ some day in the not very far future be a 
“ more potent body in Washington than 
“ they are now. 
In fact, Senator Jones 
“ admitted as much in his speech, 
“ Republican though he be.” We have 
hero a perfectly serious presentation of 
that view of the ultimate purpose of Dem­ 
ocratic anti-Chinese action which is certain 
to be the prevailing view all over the East­ 
ern States if through a fault of judgment 
or an excess of impatience the people of this 
coast put themselves in the hands of the 
Democrats, and make that party the special 
champion of the Chinese question. 
We emphasize the fact that itw iil be 
impossible to separate the Cuinese from 
the negro question if the Democratic party 
becomes the sponsor of the former; and 
we assert as a foregone conclusion that if 
the CnineBe and negro questions are once 
confounded in the Northern mind, it will 
be utterly impossible to obtain any restric­ 
tion upon Cninese immigration from that 
moment. Let the people of the North and 
West become persuaded that the Southern 
whites arc joining with the California Dem­ 
ocrats in order to obtain, in the presence 
of the OhiDamen, a precedent for proscrib­ 
ing the negro, and they will rise and sweep 
the whole combination away in one reso­ 
lute burst of indignation. And whoever 
doubts this has only to observe the dis­ 
astrous effect which Senator Jones made 
ray his fooiish and moat unseasonable 
speech. He declared in that speech that 
negro suffrage was only an experiment, 
and that it might be found desirable to 
exclude the negro as well as the Chinaman 
from political influence. It cannot be 
doubted that this declaration exercised a 
most prejudicial effect upon the minds of 
the Republicans iu Cangress and upon the 
publicopinion of the North. I twasa fatuous 
statement, and it was the more silly and the 
more mischievous because it wa3 made by a 
man who was regarded iu the double light of 
a Pacific Coast representative and a special 
friend of the President. It is probable 
that it lo3t the bill many votes in the Sen­ 
ate, and it is certain that it crystallized 
and formulated the suspicion which had 
been previously entertained as to the im­ 
plications of the measure. 
Nothing in fact could have been more 
ill-timed or unfortunate, aud it is one of 
those blunders for which there is no 
remedy. But it may be judged from the 
extract we have given above how far a 
Democratic movement against Cninese im­ 
migration would appeal to tho sentiment 
of the North. It would be regarded as a 
revival of the old Southern question under 
a new disguise. It would loe met with the 
most determined and implacable hostility 
by all who fought to free the negro. It 
would cause the arguments upon which we 
rely to bo brushed aside and ignored. Tho 
Pacific States would simply be switched off 
the main track on to the Democratic sid­ 
ing, and there they would remain for many 
years, this special issue proving mutually 
destructive to themselves and their polit­ 
ical allies. In fact the more these consid­ 
erations arc examined the clearer must it 
appear that to give this State and coast 
into the hands of the Democracy would be 
to surrender all prospect of the relief we de­ 
maud. If we really are sincere in seeking 
the exclusion of the Chine'e ; if the oppo­ 
sition to them is not in the main demagog- 
isra and buncombe ; if the people of Cali­ 
fornia consider the settlement of this ques­ 
tion paramount to all other bnsiness before 
them ; then it is necessary to pursue the 
common aim through the agency of the Re­ 
publican party, and in no other manner. 
The Republican party is the only one 
which can exclude the Chinamen without 
being suspected of designs against the ne­ 
gro. It is the only one which can afford 
to take np a political doctrine which, to 
those who do not understand it, has the 
appearance of being retrogressive and un- 
American. It is the only party whish osn 
defend the commonwealth against alien 
invasion without being charged with iiiib- 
eralism and a desire to revive race perse­ 
cution. Because it has proved its loyalty 
to the highest and broadest governmental 
principles it can be trusted to protect the 
whole nation in this matter whenever the 
facts have been made plain to it. Hitherto 
it has not understood the case. Tho ex­ 
planations which have reached the Eastern 
mind have passed through so many dis­ 
torting media that they have been 
unrecognizable by the time they reached 
the end of their journey. But the Repub­ 
lican party can be educated, and when it 
understands what is desired of it, can be 
confided in to perform the work. The 
Democracy on the other hand possesses no 
mind to be convinced ; has no principles 
to change ; is concerned only to perpetuate 
all tbat is least estimable in its old policy ; 
and is naturally favorable to Chinese 
restriction for the reasons given above by 
the Nation. There is, therefore, nothing 
to bo hoped for from that party bnt dis­ 
appointment, defeat and participation in 
the disgrace which it invariably man-

The Chinese question wñl not be settled as 
we want it until it is so settled by and 
through the Republican party. 


LITERATURE AND PATRIOTISM. 
The connection between Literature and 
Patriotism is perhaps not obvious, but such 
a connection nevertheless exists. It is the 
function of Patriotism to prefer the 
authors of one’s own country ; to uphold 
them ; to collect and preserve them ; and 
to build up with such collections a literary 
history which, however, may be in many 
imjaortant reepects factitious. And it is 
because Patriotism, when operating in this 
way, is commonly unguided by taste and 
judgment, and uninfluenced by fact9, that 
we possess so many strange compilations 
calling themselves histories of literature, 
and which present to the bewildered eye 
of the intelligent student long lists of 
writers whose works never attracted aDy 
attention, and whose names, never known 
beyond a narrow region, have lorg since 
been consigned to a deserved forgetfulness. 
It often happens that the contemporary 
authors of a particular country are not 
relished by their compatriots, who prefer 
foreign literature. Tuns it may be that 
there is a dearth of American authors of 
eminence during a given period, and that 
the American public read 
English, 
French, and German literature almost 
to the exclusión of their own. 
But 
the American literary historian cannot 
recogmze eo deplorable a condition of 
things. He thinks himself under obliga­ 
tions to keep up the succession of native 
authors. 
The conscqufnce is that he 
catalogues a long series of unknown and 
justly obscure authors, whose names even 
often puzzle the student who has fonnd 
m t for himself how little they had to do 
wi hthemaintenanceof the national reputa­ 
tion. This kind of false representation, for 
it really amounts to that, arises from a 
provincial sentiment of shame. The liter­ 
ary historian cannot endure that his 
country should be supposed to have been 
barren of literary glory at any time. Aud 
so, whether we have a literary history or 
not, it is thought necefsary to manufacture 
one. Whoever has read Professor Tyler’s 
very able and interesting “ History of 
“ American Literature,” at present only 
carried to the beginnings of what may 
properly be called the national life, must 
have been struck with the evident straiu 
which the exceeding thinness and poverty 
of the materials putB upon the author. 
In giving specimens of the earlier Ameri­ 
can anchors he is obliged to describe 
and 
quote from a number of insig­ 
nificant 
writers, 
who, 
one 
feels, 
would never have been disturbed in their 
obscurity had any really great authors 
been available. But we have in this an 
illustration of the French proverb which 
says tbat “ in the country of the Blind, 
“ the One-eyed man is King.” If we ex­ 
amine the literary history of England we 
find a similar disposition to preserve that 
which in many cases is not worth preserv­ 
ing. The name of Shakespeare and the 
glamor of the Elizabethan Ago have been 
apologies for the embalming of a great 
mass of very sorry stuff. Shakespeare’s 
contemporaries were, with one or two ex­ 
ceptions, wretched scribblers at best, but 
because of the reputation of the era it is 
thought necessary to treat all this rnbbisn 
as though it were precious. 
In fact, the influence of Patriotism on 
Literature is mischievous. It operates as 
an undiscriminating admiration which 
classifies productions in the most fantastic 
and irrational way, and which, while it 
tends to the cumbering of our 
library 
shelves with 
much worthless trash, 
can by no means have any influence 
in protecting 
from decay the really 
meritorious authors. For these latter need 
no adventitious aids. That principle oi 
Survival of the Fittest which modern phy­ 
sical science illustrates and teaches, ob­ 
tains to the fullest extent in Literature. 
There is no such thing applicable to that as 
Protection. The human mind, freed at 
last from the shackles of superstition, 
chooses its authors with sole regard to 
their capacity to please. We do not say 
their merit, because at bottom these are 
one and the same, so far as ths reader is 
concerned. But the public take what they 
prefer in Literature, and they do not read 
anybody’s books merely because he is a 
fellow-countryman. 
The world’s moBt 
popular writers often find larger audiences 
abroad than at home. Chas. Dickens sold 
better in the United States than at home. 
Mr. Longfellow outsold any English poet 
in England. Patriotism then does not 
affect the real standing of authors. It is 
only in the subsequent attempt to classify 
and arrange the literary history of a coun­ 
try that it has a tendency to warp and dis­ 
tort the facts, and to create lofty pe­ 
destals for writers who deaerved no 
such elevation. But so strong is this 
tendmcy towards fictitious literary history 
that it could almost be wished that 
such history should be written always by 
foreigners ; only that foreigners as a rule 
seem incapable of grasping the real spirit 
of an alien literature. A very carious 
and striking illustration of this is given in 
Taine’s History of English Literature. 
The work is a monument of industry. The 
author is a man of great intellectual force 
and even historical genius, as his last work, 
“ The Origins of Contemporary France,” 
shows. Yet his history of English litera­ 
ture is a strange example of inability to 
enter into the real meaning of the writers 
he attempts to analyze, and his most 
ambitious efforts are also the most con­ 
spicuous failures. We do not think that 
it would be possible for Shakespeare, 
Dickens, and Tnacktray, to bo more 
hopelessly misconceived iban they aro by 
Taice. He gives what he thinks is a care­ 
ful and minute analysis of them. In reality 
it is a grotesque and unrecognizable carica­ 
ture, in many respects almost as extrava­ 
gant as some of Victor Hugo’s genre pict­ 
ures. Yet Tainehas done this work as well 
as any foreigner can do it, and with 
so complete an absence of prejudice 
that his failures are manifestly due to 
nothing else than the racial differences of 
mental constitution which render a thor­ 
ough mutual comprehension impossible. It 
is, therefore, not feasible to have our lit­ 
erary history written from an outside 
standpoint, and we must probably make our 
account with enduring the artificial ard 
unreal presentation of it which confronts 
as in existing works of the kind. Unfor­ 
tunately it is onr children who suffer 
most from the distorting influence of 
Patriotism upon Literature, for they have 
to wade through dreary and use'.css text­ 
books which teach them to regard with 


respect certain names in no way deserving 
any such remembrance, and the absolute 
unimportance of which they will discover 
for themselves as soon as they.are Bet free 
from the fetters of conventional misinfor­ 
mation which it is thought necessary to 
subject their tender minds to in the inter­ 
est of an unintelligent and almost animal 
pride of country. 


13 IT PRACTICABLE? 
It has been proposed that the people of 
California shall take the settlement of the 
Chinese question into their own bands, by 
refusing to employ them in any way, or to 
deal with those who do employ them. This 
is by no means a new idea. In fact it has 
been suggested thousands of times b.ffore, 
and notably by strangers, who have 
affected to see in the general employment 
of the Chinese here a proof that the oppo­ 
sition to them was insincere. Nor has tho 
proposition been confined to theory alto­ 
gether. Mere than one attempt ba3 bsen 
made to put it in practice. Such an at­ 
tempt was made in San Francisco during 
the hight of the Workingmen’s agitation, 
and it was then backed by an imposing 
show of public opinion. But it failed com­ 
pletely, and it is evident that unless a new 
movement of the kind was much better and 
more fully organized, nothing wonld come 
of it. It has been said that the method 
proposed is perfectly simple. This, how­ 
ever, is a mistake. On the contrary, it 
involves the most complex considerations. 
For the proposition, when analyzed, 
amounts to this: that the whole white 
population of California shall of its own 
free will, and without the pressure or re­ 
straint of any legal enactment, undertake, 
for an indefinite period, to increase its ex­ 
penses, and to decrease its conveniences and 
comforts. Now before a whole community 
can be indnced, not only to begin, but to 
sustain, tuch a radical revolution as 
is here involved, there must be present 
some extremely powerful pressure. Experi­ 
ence shows that the majority of men have 
two quite distinct sets of principles ; the 
one being the set they hold to abstractly, 
and the other being the set that regulates 
their personal conduct. Thus it is notori­ 
ous that many of the most vehement op­ 
ponents of Chinese labor have been em­ 
ployers of that labor. Thus it is notorious 
that of the workingmen who are the most 
deeply concerned in resisting Chinese im­ 
migration, probably three-fourths have 
constant dealings of some kind with the 
Chinese. And if it is pr posed that all 
these shall at onoe withdraw from business 
relations of every kind with the Chinese, 
it does not seem credible that they would 
consent to the inconveniences and depriva­ 
tions involved in the policy. For it most 
be realized that the cheapness of Chinese 
labor constitutes an attraction which the 
majority of men are unable to resist. They 
have their sentiments about the matter, 
bnt after all every man feels the impera­ 
tive necessity of dealing as thriftily as he 
can in his own concerns. 
It is very easy to say that if everybody 
would agree to cut off all relations with 
the Chinese, they would ba driven o u t; 
but the great difficulty lies in that “ if.” 
The kind of movement proposed must be 
comprehensive and universa!, or it cannot 
be sustained. And who can suggest any 
meaus of making it comprehensive and 
universal ? Everyone knows that there 
are thousands of people who case more for 
money than for principle ,- that there are a 
great number of such people who would 
make any promises in public, as] break 
them in private j that such people would 
employ the Cninese clandestinely -r and 
the moment any sush treachery to the com­ 
mon cause became known, the ezease it 
afforded for abandoning the painful ex­ 
periment would be eagerly availed of by 
others. It is nseleE» to form plans which 
do not take the frailties of human nature 
into account, or which, as a mathematician 
would Eay, ignore the personal equation. 
It is more absurd to do this in circum­ 
stances where everything really depends 
upon the personal equation. There are 
juet two questions, ths answers to which 
appear to determine the value of the 
scheme under discussion. 
The first is, 
Can the assent of the whole community 
to it be guaranteed ? The second is, Can 
the fidelity of the whole community to 
their engagements be guaranteed ? We 
do not think the most sanguine person can 
venture to give an affirmative reply to 
either of these questions, and this being so 
we are compelled to conclude that the 
scheme is not practicable. 
Boycotting the Chinese would be a very 
different thing from Boyuotting the Irish 
landlords. In the latter case the people 
had stroDg inducements for keeping up the 
state of siege. In the former they would 
have strong inducements for abandoning 
it. Every man’s selfish interests would 
prompt him to buy in the cheapest mar­ 
kets, to employ the cheapest labor, to get 
his work done at the least cost. Every 
man woull suspect his neighbor of not 
acting fairly, moreover, and as in many 
instances that suspicion would doubtless 
be well grounded, it would be impossible 
to keep up the movement. As regards 
preasuie, it is evident that while coercion 
might be exercised upon some tradesmen 
and perhaps some manufacturers, there are 
whole classes who could not be controlled 
in that way. Nor is it probable that an 
American community would find the sys­ 
tem of espionage and “ bulldozing” neces­ 
sary to the carrying out of such a plan 
endurable. After ashort experience of the 
discomforts and pecuniary losses insepar­ 
able from its operation, they would be 
spt to conclude that the remedy 
worse than the disease, aud then 
wonld 
abandon the attempt, 
it is because in the nature of 
social arrangements it is prac­ 
tically impossible to prevent men from 
availing themselves of Chinese labor when 
it is at hand, that the extrusion of the 
Chinese is demanded. 
While they are 
here they literally command all the mar­ 
kets into which they enter, and they 
command them by virtue of the inherent 
and insuparable selfishness of all men. 
But though we have no faith in the prac­ 
ticability of the scheme proposed, we do 
not desire to discourage anyone from try. 
ing it again. No doubt there are many 
who can never learn save by actual ex­ 
perience, and for the sake of those it 
might be worth while to pash the propo­ 
sition to experiment. It is one of those 
apparently Bimple ideas which are the first 
thoughts of mo3t people, but which rtfleo- 
tive minds almost invariably reject as im­ 
passible, when they have analyzed them. 
As, however, the reflective niicds are a

small minority, we are not surprised that 
the notion should seem captivating to 
many. 


WHY IT DOES NOT RISE. 
The inertia of the Democratic party has 
puzzled many close observers. 
A party 
which has been out of power for twenty 
years ought by this time to have sloughed 
off its dead matter, to have outgrown its 
objectionable doctrines, to have starved 
out its plaoe-hunters. 
It ought by this 
time to have worked well to the front that 
element which infuses vitality in all par­ 
ties, namely, the unselfish, serious think­ 
ers, who stake everything upon con­ 
victions, who have no personal ends to 
serve, aud whose ideas are elevated and 
pure. Usually a long period in opposition 
brings this element to the front, and it 
presents so strong a contrast to that which 
is found in the front ranks of the party 
in power that tho contemplation of this 
difference often leads to a change of par­ 
ties. But the Democracy' has not succeed­ 
ed in presenting' its best eLment in the 
front for some reason, and we think the 
reason may be ascertained. It is true that 
the Democratic party has been long cut of 
power as regards the Administration, but 
it has been suceessful in other respects. 
It has conquered and Kept several of the 
largest municipalities in the country, and 
one of them has been the nursing mother 
of the most sinister and corrupt political 
organization in existence, namely Tam­ 
many Hall. Through its municipal suc­ 
cesses, and through the hold it has gained 
upon Congress, the place-hunting element 
has been retained in command, and the 
better element has been kept in ths 
background. In fact the starving procesB 
has not been complete enough to choke off 
the leeches, and so from year to year the 
general charscter of the national Democracy 
has remained the same, an l that prrfligacv 
of political ethics which has characterized 
the platforms of the party ever since the 
war has been sustained and continued in 
spite of every effort to condemn it. The 
conspicuous absence of honesty and sin­ 
cerity which has made every Democratic 
platform a by-word and a reproach during 
the whole of this period must bo attributed 
to the dominion in the councils of the party 
of that element which sways Tammany 
Hall, and which has had its political train­ 
ing in the rankest of muuicipal corruption. 
From eucIi an element it would be idle to 
expect even a successful simulation of vir­ 
tue, for even to imitate virtue it is neces­ 
sary to know what it is, and these Demo­ 
cratic politicians lacked that essential 
knowledge. Therefore it was that they 
tried to foliow in the track of the Repub­ 
licans ; that they put confidence in profes­ 
sions so flimsy that they could deceive no­ 
body ; that they' exposed their want of real 
beliefs at every tarn ; that they were 
willing to win by every kind of fraud and 
falsehood and trick imaginable, from Ku- 
Klux outrages to Morey letters. And 
therefore it is that in all this time the 
Democratic party has not purified itself; 
has not risen above the condition in which 
the close of the rebellion fonnd it ; has not 
learned anything from its succession of de­ 
feats ; has not acquired either principles, or 
virtues, or patriotism ; han in short con­ 
tinued to be the obnoxious and suspected 
organization it was twenty' years ago, and 
has never succeeded in obtaining credit for 
serious convictions of any kind, save such as 
relate to the spoils and their distribution. 
THE NEW BILLS. 
Senator Miller has already introduced a 
new Chinese bill, placing the term of sus­ 
pension at tin years. A report states that 
the Senator has received definite assurances 
of the President’s readiness to sign such a 
bill, but we must point ont that if, nnder 
the treaty, no bill which excludes any other 
class of the Chinese than laborers can be 
enacted, it will be of very little ase to 
push the effort for legislation further. For 
it is obvious that if a bill is passed ex­ 
cluding Chinese “ laborers ” only, and ad­ 
mitting artisans, no more “ laborero” will 
come here, though the immigration may 
continue as large as ever. In that case, all 
who come will have trades, and as the 
status of the immigrant must rest upon his 
own representation, it will be impassible 
to prevent this evasion cf the law. Sena­ 
tor Farley has introduced a bill fixing the 
term of suspenaion at sixteen years. We 
are surprised at this, because the step is 
open to the imputation of being an attempt 
to prevent the passage of a restraining bill. 
Of course Senator Farley knows that six­ 
teen years is as objectionable to the Presi­ 
dent as twenty, and that no snch bill can 
become a law. It is farther statsd that 
other Democrats, in the Senate, have 
shown a disposition to prevent any further 
legislation in the premises. This cf course 
cm only have one meaning. They arc sat­ 
isfied with ths political situation, as re­ 
gards the Pacific Coast, and they do not 
wish their opponents to have an opportun­ 
ity of undoing the evil they think the 
President's vsto has caused. If the Demo­ 
crats take this ground they will make it 
certain that all their pretended sympathy 
with California was insincere, and that 
they have never believed in tht policy of 
restricting Chinese immigration, otherwise 
than as it might be availed of to benefit 
thtir party. We do not, however, imitate 
them by expressing a hope that they will 
take th¡3 ground. W e hope that they wiil 
rise above mere partisanship for once, and 
unite with the Republicans in giving Cali­ 
f arnia the relief she demands. 


ONE OF MR. BLAINE’3 CHICKENS 
Mr. Blaine's wonderful dispatch to Min 
ister Lowell, in which he ignored the ex­ 
istence of the Clayton Bulwer treaty, and 
insisted upon the exclusive right of the 
United States to protect and control the 
proposed interoceanio canal, is already 
bearing a kind of fruit of which the late 
Secretary of State never dreamed. For in 
that dispatch he dwelt particularly upon 
the rights which the United States enjoyed 
nnder the thirty-fifth Article of the treaty 
with the United States of Colomb'a, and 
in making this reference he excited the 
alarm and distrust of that Government. 
It was of course impossible to take such a 
position as Mr. Blaine occupied in his cele­ 
brated dispatch without suggesting to the 
Colombian Government the apprehension 
that it might be intended to ignore it as 
well astheClayton-Bulwer treaty, for Mr. 
B'aine made it somewhat too apparent that 
hi wanted to inn the canal without any 
riference to Colombia. Now the Colom­ 
bian Congress has been sitting eince then, 
and it has about made up its mind to call 
upon the Executive of the Confederation 


“ to give a year’s notico to the United 
“ States sf the intention of the Government 
“ of Colombia to withdraw from the stipu- 
“ lations and obligations of the treaty of 
“ December 12, 1846, between the two 
“ countries.” 
It is further stated that 
“ Article 35 of that treaty is particularly 
“ condemned as vague and not easy of 
“ interpretation, and likely to bring about 
“ discord between the contracting parties.” 
Thus Mr. Blaine’s attempt to bluff the 
English Government has resulted in open­ 
ing the eyes of the Colombian Government, 
which it must be said shows no particular 
predilection to the exclusive American pro 
tectorate which Mr. Blaine proposed. Iu 
fact the Colombian Congress appears to 
have been roused by the recent events re­ 
ferred to, to move in favor of an entirely 
new arrangement, which seems likely to 
take the shape of “ a joint guarantee of 
“ neutrality between the Republics of the 
“ New and the commercial nations of the 
“ Oid World, in behalf of the Panama 
“ Canal.” It is by no means certain that 
this proposition is not the most prudent 
and proper and safe that can be struck out. 
It has at least the merit of being entirely 
practicable, whereas the chief fault of Mr. 
B.'aine’s plan was that it would apparently 
have involved a war with England, as a pre­ 
liminary mean8of determining the question 
whether tho United States alone should 
control the canal. Under the new p'an 
now proposed the powers would naturally 
check one another, and in that wav the real 
neutrality of the canal would be effectually 
guaranteed. It is curious, however, that 
Mr. Blaine’s schemes should eo generally 
lead to the adoption of precisely opposite 
policies. 
THE APPOINT- 
THE 
PRESIDENT AND 
MENTS 
Again complaint is made agalrst the 
President that he is giving all the appoint­ 
ments to the “ Stalwarts 
and even these 
latter are not satisfied, asserting that two 
or three men con rol the whole patronage. 
This is very sad, but it is also a curious 
commentary on the Civil Service reform 
sentiments of all concerned. It is to be re­ 
gretted that such a state of things does not 
convince Senators and others that the one 
simple and perfectly effective mode of 
getting rid of all these schisms and heart­ 
burnings ; of all talk abont “ Stalwarts” 
and “ Half-Breeds 
of all the animosities 
which do so much to destroy party effi­ 
ciency ; is to abolish “ patronage ” alto­ 
gether. If the President had no appoint­ 
ments in his gift there would be no room 
for jealousy and bickering, and brotherly 
ove could continue. As it is, the question 
which has least to do with real politics— 
the question, namely, of office—has be­ 
come the only one over which political 
leaders are willing to employ all their ener­ 
gies, and in which they take a really ab­ 
sorbing interest. To-day we find the once 
great Republican party represented at 
Washington by men who cannot, to save 
their souis, say what its distinctive prin­ 
ciples are, yet who are ready to cut one 
msother’s throats abont • qnestions of 
“ patronage." This is what the spoils sys­ 
tem leads to. At this moment we have 
two parties, and neither one of them has 
any beliefs or principles. They are led 
how«7tr by two setB of men who are always 
ready to perform tho most herculean 
efforts, the one set to retain, the other set 
to get bold of, the offices. And at Wash 
ington the Republican Administration is 
assailed on both sides by factions whose 
fiercenew, when duly analjzed, is equally 
a question of the spoils, aud neither of 
which would care two straws what the 
party professed, provided it could get all 
tho places it wanted. Under snch circum­ 
stances it in not a little curious that the 
President does not, if only to relieve him­ 
self from the constant preeoure of the 
office-seeking factionaries, throw the weight 
of his influence in behalf of Civil Service 
reform. 
MATERNAL LOVE. 
The mother of Jesse James oould not 
find languaea bitter enough for the mur­ 
derer of her boy. She evidently had con­ 
trived to ignore entirely the peculiar career 
he had led, nor apparently did her strong 
mother love lead her to sympathize in any 
way with those other mothers, so many of 
whom have been made childluus by the 
dead desperado. It is doubtless a wise ar­ 
rangement that maternal love 3honld be 
thus short-sighted and thus invariably 
loyal and tru e; for were mothors open to 
conviction in the matter of their childrens’ 
vices and delects, we are afraid a great 
many would abandon their offspring even 
before the latter had attained maturity. 
As it is, there never was a wretch so steeped 
in crime, so lost to shame, so embruted 
and degradad in all ways, that his mother 
could not still cheat herself with a belief 
in his perfection, and still cl^ a^ p him 
with an affection who«e dc!:.tntflU^VSOn 
and fact is so complete and u^RCffied as 
to excite oar admiration. The heavy bur­ 
den of criiae which Jesse Jarae3 had borne 
bo long and so lightly had uot changed him 
ia the eyes of his mother. The red right 
hand which had committed so many cruel 
and wanton murders was to her only the 
innocent hand of “ her bey.” And per­ 
haps there are none of us so pure and so 
independent of sympathy that we can re­ 
flect with equanimity upon a future ao 
counting in which we might not need the 
help of such a rock-rooted, indestructible 
and all-cmbracing mother-love.

THE BEAUTIES OF THE POLYGAMIC 
SYSTEM, 


A n o th e r C o u n ty S e ttle s w ith th e 
R a jlr o a p C om pany.—Information is at 
hand that El Dorado county, by the action 
of the Board of Supervisors, has accepted 
the offer of the Sacramento and Placerville 
Railroad Company to pay to the county 
about CO per cent, of the amount of taxes 
levied against it for that county. The 
claim cf the railroad company was the 
same as that made iu Sacramento and other 
counties, by the Central Pacific Riilroad 
and other roads, that the assessed values 
fixed on the road-bed and right of way by 
the State Board ef Equalization are ex­ 
orbitant and largely in excess of the true 
value; that the company had equities in 
the matter that it was litigating, and tbat it 
would continue to do eo until the Court of 
last resort was reached. But though not 
admitting it to be the basis of the true 
valuation of the road, it was willing to 
make a certain payment to the connty that 
it might no longer be deprived of its reve­ 
nue. This offer was accepted. Tho road 
was taxed in El Dorado §8 896 98, and it 
paid by the compromise $5,879 51.

The incongruity of the teach­ 
ing, that only sealed marriages sustain the 
ravages of time, aud endure through the 
limitless ages of eternity, ap>poi>rs when it 
transpires that any Adam or Bve who dis­ 
covers an incompatibility of temperament, 
or a more desirable Adam or Evo with 
whom to pass the ah resaid ages, can, by 
divulging his or her grievance aud piying 
$10, bo declared

The husband is 
ordered to take cars of the children, 
bnt Mr3. Eve receives no alimony. The 
simplicity and cheapness, likewise the de­ 
lightful privacy of this method of divorce, 
will be apparent to the most <>btU3e intel­ 
lect. Some of the mothers in K an have 
adopted a plan to insure a legal marring* 
when the daughter is to be a first wife. 
The young connle are allowed to go 
through the Endowment House and pro­ 
cure their celestial robes (the only creden­ 
tials given from that institution), and in the 
evening a civil officer is called upon, who 
ties the knot with the usual marriage cer­ 
tificate.

PRACTICE OP POLYGAMY 
In the strongest possible terms. Health, 
happiness, prosperity and long life, he 
said, were only a few of the blessings God 
would hestow upon the faithful .Saint who 
obeyed that une of His commands given to 
His prophet. Ha declared that in “ no 
spot on God’s earth do women esjoy so 
much freedom to be happy as under the 
protection of the Latter Day Saints. Why, 
if a woman fails in lovo with a man who- 
ia married, she can go right to him and 
tell him so, and he is in dnty bound to- 
marry her; or if his wife wants a woman 
to help her and be a sister to her, she asks 
he? husband to marry that woman, and he 
does it. It ¡8 right and proper for a woman 
to a*k any man to marry her.” That state­ 
ment may be of interest to some forlorn or 
hopeless damsel who woirid like to emi­ 
grate from the Golden State. He claimed 
that the offspring of polygamous marriages 
would be marvels of health, beauty and 
morality, whilo the fact is that even the 
Mormcns will admit that there is hardly 
a respectable man or woman among the 
fifty four who called Brigham Young 
father when ho died. His sons have been 
drunkards and libertines, and some of his 
daughters have become inmates of houses 
of prostitution. The sons of the various 
Bishops figure prominently in the cases of 
seduction and desertion whiah are so nu­ 
merous here a9 to attract but little atten­ 
tion. The mined life, or untimely death, 
of many a poor girl who oonld hardly 
speak the English language is the result of 
the religious training of these thrice bap- 
t zed sons of polygamous saints. Their 
deeds of heartless cruelty aro often too re­ 
volting to be related as truthful statements.

That Brigham Young did not die, but is 
living in retirement, that ho may appear 
in the rolo of a resurrected prophet, is be­ 
lieved by many who think ths Ouurch will 
soon need something equally marvelous to 
prop its crambling foundations.

While commerce is of great advantage to 
American ag riculture, it has proven d rectly 
the revrrne to European agriculture. Not 
many years ago we heard the first complaints 
of English farmer» that they could not afford 
to devote rented far 1:13 to wheat culture, 
while beef-making could be made so much 
more pr. fi able. The truth, or the real in­ 
wardness of l *3 statement, wa3 that Ameri­ 
can wh.at-f re ers were beating the English 
farmers iri the;: competition for the English 
wheat mi: ket, though at that time it is prob 
able the English farmers did not know what 
was hurting them. 
A few years later then 
we hear another complaint that American 
beef is being laid down in English markets 
at so low ft rate that it is impossible to make 
English lands profitable in the production of 
beef, and that American butter and cheese 
a-e rendering the E glish dairies unprofit­ 
able. The competition felt by the English 
farmers ha ' r. century ago has been growing 
greater and ¡.-re ir every year riocp, tiil a- 
the present rime the whole land system of 
the Piritiah ides is now going through a revolu­ 
tion

Cost of Mills', Etc. 
Owing tc the fact that very few farmers 
keep books of account of the farm, in which 
they keep the co.st of crops and products 
separately, then is a great difference of opin 
ion among them when questions touching 
these subjects come up.

of the State D .lryiaen’s A-sociation of Iowa 
they had a discuesion on the cast of 100 
pounds of milk, aud growing out of this, the 
question of the cost cf keeping a ccw for a 
year. Some of those present claimed that 
cows could be kept in that Slate for §15 per 
year, while others claimed that the cost of 
keeping each cow could not be reduced to lees 
than $40—a difference cf over half.

Th9 effect of our own in­ 
difference is bhowu in the comparative indif­ 
ference of strangers, and all go away from 
our exhibitions ss they came—uninterested 
and uninstructed.

April showers 
With the advent of April we are receiving 
a sueces-ion of timely showers, that will 
prove cf great lenefit to the farmers of eveiy 
clave. The w heat crop in every section of the 
State, except, perhaps, on the west side of 
the San Joaquin valley, is by these showers 
almost assured egainst all chances of failure. 
No evsnfs exc:pt rust or unusually damaging 
north winds j ust in the season of the blcom 
can now render the wheat crop less than a 
plentiful one. The same may be said of the 
barley, . at and rye crips. 
It is very seldom 
a better outlook ha-i been presented to tl s 
growers of all kinds cf grain in this State, 
"re showers that we have already received in 
this month are also a pretty safa guarantee 
that wa shall have a continuance of similar 
ones till a later date than tunal. The pr-vail 
i ig wind f r the list month was from the 
north, and the total velocity of wind for the 
month exceeded that of nny preceding 
.March since 1SF0, ai d the temp-rature of the 
last month has been cooler than tbe.t of any 
corresponding month since 1830, and wai but 
out little warmer than 'the temperature cf the 
latter month I', will be remembered that the 
month of April, 1830 was one of unusual 
moisture. Similar circumstances point to a 
similar condition of the weather for the pr-s­ 
ent April that we experienced in April, 1880 
Should the promi-e iu this respect be real­ 
ize!, the danger to r ur wheat crop will be 
• 10 great a growth of straw, aid consequent 
lodging ard 1 ust. 
These April showers are 
also favorable to t'na bay crop, to corn, pota­ 
toes, and emrmer crips generailv. Moisture 
bo late iu the season is worth very much more 
than if it bad f.llen earlier. It not only as­ 
sures a moist eoil, but is proof against the 
bad effects of drying north winds. 
Hut the 
fact that the prevailing winds of Marsh wer. 
from the norta is a v:rv good indication that 
the prev: ilir.v winds of April may be from 
the s nth. 
Indeed, all the signs of nature 
are good for the f.rmer and the geueral pros­ 
perity.

Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fa, and the St. 
Louis and San Francisco R ilroad Compa­ 
nies, in relation to the extension of the A t­ 
lantic and Pacific Railroad, have failed to 
impart any satisfactory information as to the 
natura an i scope of the arrangements. The 
amount of subscription asked far the com­ 
pletion of the A'Untie end Pacific to San 
tro!: cisco was SIS 000,000. 
The purchase 
by Gould and Huolington of an interest 
in the St. Louis and San Franci-co road 
interfered 
somewhat 
with 
the 
plan 
of extension agreed upon. 
A compromi e 
agreement reduces the total subscrip*. ion to 
$i¡ 000,000— SO.jOOO 0 0 for ihe western dt- 
vis-ion ('rom Albuquerque we.-twarc) and 
*600.000 for the central division (fiom Vieira 
to Albuqueiq ;t) 
It is understood that this 
amount is fix -d uoon under the original plan, 
and the r ffiuial circulars regarding the A t­ 
lantic and Pacific. O.se-thiid ot the total is 
apportioned to the St. 1. >uis and San Fran­ 
cisco Company, one third to the Atchison, 
Topeka an l Santa Fe, and the other third to 
the financi.l agents, Seligman it Co. The 
agreement 
provides

Colorado river. 
Toe agreement 
does 
not, 
singularly 
enough, 
fix 
the 
location in 
Arizona and California, but 
merely stipulates that they shall be upon the 
most oireci line between the present end of 
the Atlantic and Pacific and the Mohave, or 
Southern Pacific. Nor is the matter of fu­ 
ture extensions definitely fixed, but a decision 
on that qu stion is left until both the A'U n­ 
tie and Pacific from the east, and the Mohave 
branch of ti e Southern Pacific from, the west, 
ehall bo completed to the Colorado river. 
While the liver is fixed on as the nominal 
point ( f junction, the agreement fails to stip­ 
ulate that the approaching roads shall connect 
there, or that the Southern Pacific shall he 
extended to the river, but states that the 
Southern Pacific will build to the west bank 
cf the river. The agreement defers a settle­ 
ment of the ¡veritable question of an inter­ 
change of traffic until some future date. 
Another singular provirion of the agreement 
is that if nquestcd by the Atlantic end Pa­ 
cific Company to do so, the Southern Pacific 
Company shall execute a guaranty of ‘23 per 
cent, on all the gross receipts from all inter­ 
changed burinesB of that company, and 
its connections to and 
from California 
points; and this, it is further provided, 
is to he upon precisely the same terms 
as apply to tr.ffij with the St. Louis 
and Sun Francisco aud Atchisor, Topeka aud 
Santa Fe Companies. It is also stipulated 
that the St. Louis and San Francisco Com 
panv is to give a similar guarantee ou all 
traffic interchanged between it and the cen­ 
tral division. This, after all, amounts only 
to a truce. Toere is nothing in the agree­ 
ment about a San Francises outlet for the 
Atlantic and Pacific, and nothing to prevent 
the latter company, if it sbail fail to secure 
satisfactory terms in the future settlements 
provided lor, from extending its line from the 
Colorado river to San Francisco, or for th3t 
matter to tho Pacific ocean at any other 
point.

The Yreka public school will close this 
week, the district sack being empty of 
coin. 
C. C, Bcekman, of Jacksonville, is again 
likely to receive the Republican nomina­ 
tion for Governor of Oregon. 
A special tri-weeklv mail is now carried 
regularly between Yreka and Honolulu, 
via Humbug cretk and Klamath river 
roads. 
It is estimated th at John Boggs will 
have about 56 000 sacks of grain when the 
thrashing season is over with. Both Coluea 
and Yolo counties will be able to make 
heavy returns. 
Nathan Barbour, a pioneer of Solano 
county, who came to California, in 1846, 
died at his home iu Suisun valley on the 
27th ultimo. 
He had resided in Solano 
county since 1S47. 
A t the launch of the Gospel steamer 
Evangel, at Seattle, W . T., religions tracts 
were substituted for the usual bottle of 
champagne, and were distributed freely 
among the multitude.

Tho Ashland Ti/tinys of Friday week 
says Cdonel H urlbnt’s surveying party 
will finish work upon the southern slope of 
the Siekiyous some time next week, and 
then move camp to the northern side and 
begin an exhaustive survey of the approach 
to the pass from this valley. 
Through the 
rigors of an unusually rough winter they 
have kept steadily a t work, exposed a 
good portion of the time to hail and falling 
scow, and tramping through snow so deep 
sometimes th at they couldn’t touch ground 
with their feet (unless they kept both feet 
together). 
On Friday last the Battle Mountain and 
Lewis Railway Company started its sur­ 
veyor out from Lewis for the purpose of 
surveying a new route for a direct line 
from Lewis to Battle Mountain. 
The Free 
Preen says: 
“ As the road íb now, it is 
seventeen and a half miles from here to 
Lewie, by way of the Nevada Central and 
I^w is Junction. 
By a direct line it is 
only about twelve miles between the two 
places. 
Tncir road, which oonnects with 
the Nevada Central at Lswis Junction, is 
seven and a half miles in length, not includ­ 
ing the extension up Loxvis canyon, and if 
they conclude to make the change, will 
have to build bat four and a half miles of 
new road, as by shitting the track now laid 
down, they could utilize the entire seven 
and a half miles. 
This change would give 
them an independent line to Battle Mount­ 
ain. 
From appearances we should judge 
that they meant business.”

Tne story, as told a re­ 
porter by the miraculously cured man, 
was aD interesting one.

doctors, some of them eminent, of whom I 
had five,” Mr. Delevan went on to say,

my paiu ceased. 
I could lift my left 
limb to ease my spine. 
Tho next morn­ 
ing I got down on my knees for the first 
time in eight years. 
I have been walking 
about as you see me to-day ever Binoe.” 
Mr. D .lavan is a man apparently 50 years 
of age. 
He does not look as if he had 
undergone anything 
more serious than 
commonplace illness. 
For an hour he 
stood up and talked very earnestly to the 
audience in the hall. 
A t times, in pictur­ 
ing his sufferings and telling of his recov­ 
ery by divine means, he was eloquent. 
He Bought to draw a great moral lesson 
from his case. 
He said th at before and 
during his sickness he had never been 
aught but a nominal Christian until divine 
aid came to him. 
He had done a great 
deal of good for God and considerable that

for the devil.

claimed 
that he now had the power of Christ in 
him, and th at if he died th at moment he 
would go to heaven.—[Philadelphia Times.

The woolen dress stuffs have appeared in almost un preceden ted variety. 
We 
have not only in lighter weight, suited to the uses of spring aud eu • ss -, tbs im­ 
ported cloths of the autumn, but of similar texture and almost equ ¿! beauty, an 
American cloth. 
A cloth costume is now a sine qua non in tho wardrobe cf overy 
lady, whether ranking among the ultra fashionable or with thosa v io fc-ve reepect 
for the uselul and the serviceable as well as the beautiful. There is a long line of 
camel’s-hair cloths, and of woolens of the eoft, limp textnre a v a ila b le on 
i present 
styles of skirt drapery. The plain cloths of flannel finish have their u-o 1 signifi­ 
cance among the standard dress stuffs, while variety appears in c’ 
as o' mixed and 
of Cheviot groundings.

preference attaches to thoee of solid color.

In enr recent letter giving the particulars in reference to millinery, we hinted 
at the return of favor for faille or plain gros grain silk. That this ia ;■>. a c impiished 
fact, there is no doubt; but the plain silks will not prevail to th3 n h r dizcardil cf 
fancy manufactures in silk, neither will satin disappear from notice. If eatin is 
doomed to die during this season, it will die hard, while the hold it has acquired upon 
popular taste will p-ssibly insure its revival and more general nse in 'he f.::L 
Mciro 
antique cr watered silk is still fashionable, and satin brocadas and damasks con­ 
tinue in conspicuous favor. 


As a rule solid colors prevail in silks, while the esthetic furo-e
